A QUESTION OF LAW. 

There are no new facts in the mat- 
ter of the failure of the Renu Savings 
Bank that we know of, and the case 
will rest on the question as to whether 
managers of banks have a right to go 
into their banks to do business outside 
of business hours. Bankers claim that 
the matter of banking hours are en 
tirely of their oo choosing and for 
their own convenience, and that they 
are not legally bound to confine them- 
selves to any specified time. This 
question is a very interesting one and 
it may be well, for all parties, to have 
it settled by the courts. So it seemed
